^-w^HEN man is faced with the task of provid- 
j l^ing facilities whereby others may enjoy 
\ 1 / Nature’s magnificence in an area of great 
natural beautysuchas Jasper National Park 
in the very heart of the Canadian Rockies, he may 
choose either of two alternatives. He may design 
and erect a towering pile of Norman or Gothic 
architecture, splendid in its symmetry and its old- 
world design. Or he may give careful thought to 
the aesthetic tastes as well as to the physical needs 
of those for whose comfort and enjoyment he plans. 
With this in mind he may design a building or a 
series of buildings which become an integral part 
of their immediate surroundings, enhancing the 
magnificent settings rather than introducing some¬ 
thing foreign which conflicts with them. 


The designers of Jasper Park Lodge chose to 
stress this harmonious note. They had at their 
disposal the broad valley of the Athabaska, 
surrounded by magnificent peaks rising to more 
than 10,000 feet in altitude. The site selected was 
on the shore of beautiful Lac Beauvert, whose 
clear waters mirror their surroundings. Here was 
designed and constructed a series of Alpine 
chalets, grouped about a single-storied main 
lodge. Blending the rustic and the artistic, 
building walls, beams and rafters of peeled and 
varnished logs, the builders accomplished some¬ 
thing that is of the mountains from its foundations 
of natural boulders to its highest rooftree. They 
completed an ensemble which never fails to evoke 
expressions of delight from those who visit Jasper 
Park Lodge. 


Within the main building, with its administrative 
quarters and public rooms, and in the surrounding 
guest lodges, they installed all the conveniences and 
provided all the comforts of the modern hotel. 
For Jasper Park Lodge is a modern hotel in all its 
appointments. It provides the vacationist with all 
of the services and niceties to which he is 
accustomed, or for which he yearns on those 
occasions when he decides that “this vacation will 
be different—worth while”. 


From its excellent cuisine to its deftness of 
service, its spirit of hospitality and homelike 
atmosphere, Jasper Park Lodge is “different”. 
Its guest lodges are laid out to suit family groups 
and large or small parties.
